In 1891 he was chosen superintendent 
of mines for Canada by Hon. Clifford 
Sifton and one of his first duties was 
the establishment and equipment of 
an assay office at Vancouver which 
was accomplished by him in the phe- 
nomenal space of three and one-half 
weeks. This assay office is perhaps 
one of the best equipped places of 
the kind on the American continent.

Does Flax Exhaust The Soil. 


The opinion seems to be quite pre- 
valent that flax exhausts the soil 
much more than most other crops. 

Je do not understand how this opin- 
ion has become so. prevalent, unless 
it might be that growing flax imme- 
diately after flax usually resutts in | 
a failure. but this failure is not due 
to soil depletion but to a fungous 
growth usually. called flax wilt. Prot. 
Snyder, the soil chemist at the Min- 
nesota Experiment Station, finds that 
flax does not remove as much fert'l- 
ity from the soil as most other crops. 

Experiments conducted in the Bot- 
anical Department and in large plots 
on the Experiment Station farm of the 
North Dakota Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, definitely illustrate that 
the flax is not particularly destruc- 
tive upon the soil, We have found 
in the Red River Valley that the soil 
is too fertile for the growth of-a flax 
crop when atmospheric and soil mois- 
ture jis at normal. The farmers of 
the valley often put flax upon sunm- 
‘merfallowed lands, thinking that such 
lands are too strong for the wheat 
crop; and very often the flax crop 
falls down and produces a poorcr 
yield of inferior seed because of this 
extra fertility, In case of droughty 
seasons, the flax crop has shown 1it- 
self able to stand on very fertile soil, 
but it is almost worthless wher any- 
thing more than an ordinary rain- 
fall occurs. The North Dakota Ex- 
periment Station has demonstrated 
quite clearly. that considerably better 
crops of wheat may be raised after 
flax than after wheat. 


Barley For Horses, 

On the Pacific Coast barley is large- 
ly fed to horses in the form of barley 
hay, and when horses are acenst mel 
to the feed from weaning tini: and 
practically get.no other grain they 
seem to stand it well enough. ‘Apurt 
from such use of barley, this erain 
has not proved a successful food as 
a sole grain ration tor work horses or 
other horses. It tends to cause skin 
|@tuptions and irritatioris: It is tndi- 
estible, and in that ranks third, rye 

eing second and wheat first in ration 

of indigestibility for horses, Tt may 
form a sixth part. of the grai ration 
with oats, bran and corn and should 
be rolled to ‘burst the outer skin, 
which is hard. Ground barley makea 
a paste and sticks to the teeth snd 
gums when fed to horses. For plump. 
ing u horse, boiled or steame] bar- 
ley is popular with some stallioners 
and for quickly fattening a horse, 
but steamed jand boiled feeds are 
much less used now. compared with: 
the old time practice, and it is well 
that the practice has largely diéd out, 
slop, mashes steamed and boiled feed; | 
are unnatural, unnecessary and detri- 
mental to every horse, and the feztile 
eause of indigestion and ¢olic.

“I shall never forget,” said a young 
nurse to me, ‘the shock I received 
when I found s0 many of my fellow- 
students at the training school actually 
had to be taught how to make and air 

bed. Their idea of airing was to turn 


5 Ts Ba cévers back for a few minutes and 


open the window.’’ 

And so it is the idea of many of us. 
Whereas the covers should be taken 
completely off the bed and spread over 
two chairs by the window, the pillows. 
should each occupy another chair and 
the mattress should be turned back. 
Every window in the room should be 
opened; in fact, the windows should 
never be closed except on the coldest of 
days and when a storm would drive the 
rain in through them. 

Again at night the clothes should not 
be allowed to Ile in a heap where they 
have fallen or carelessly thrown over 
the back of a chair, but the different 
garments should be well sepanated and 
hung where the night air—which, con- 
trary to popular supérstition, is bene- 
ficial and not injurious—will blow on 
them.

Boil an- 
other pound of rice in another gallon 
of water, as before; take the rice from 
the water (but keep the latter) and put 
it into clean warm water. Into this 
throw the garments from the first rice 
water, and wash here again until per- 
fectly clean. Shake. out and put it in 
the discarded water in which the sec- 


jond lot of rice was boiled, and ringe 


well; this will do instead of starch~ 
ing. Hang to dry in the shade, and 
fron on the wrong side while still

For crepe de chine, crepon, white silk

Never iron lace; ‘pull it instead, or pin 
it smooth on a board and leave it to 
ary: Wash lace in a half a pound of 
white curd soap, shredded into a pint 
of hot water, boiled till dissdlved and ~ 
left to cool. A handful of thig jelly in 
a bow! of hot water will clean a great 
deal of lace, 

Narrow laces shduld be washed 
over a bottle by the following method: 
Cover a bottle with a flannel, wind the 
lace evenly about it and sew a piece of 
thin muslin over it.. Fill the bottle with 
hot water, place in @ pan of ‘boiling 


water to which has been added soine of 
the soap jelly just mentioned and 
boil for ten minutes, Then take off 
the muslin and hold the lace under run- 
ning water until all the soap is washed 
out of it. 

If the lace must be froped—though it 
is distinctly not advisable—do it on the 
‘wrong side, not too hot, with thin mus- 
lin over it. If it requires starching, 
leave it on the bottle after the soap 
has gone out. Make a good starch, add 
to it a small bit of white wax and two or 
three lumps of loaf sugar; put the lace 
bottle into this till it has soaked into it; 
remove the bottle and squeeze the 
starch out gently; fill the bottle »with 
lukewarm water and leave till nearly 
dry; then unwind the lace. 

Very fine laces should be put with 
soap and water into a Mason jar and 
jleft to stand in the gun. until]. dry. 
There should be no lid on the jar. 

In troning these fine garments, fron 
always with the thread parallel to the 
selvedge, or the goods will be baggy. 
To iron handkerchiefs, fold and wring 
wet; then roll them altogether smooth, 
leave for a time and iron. while damp. 
Do not starch any but lace handker- 
chiefs; it rots others. 

Iron embroidered goods very hard on 
the wrong side over a double-thick 
blanket, If you are the proud possessor 
of a polishing iron, use it hard after 
the flatiron. 


Remember the Heart 


HILE convalescing an invalid is 
W apt to grow impatient and to 
entreat loving and, let it be 
added, weak-willed relatives to be al- 
lowed to get up before he is strong. 
Do not let him! No one wishes to see 


@ patient “up and doing’ more gsin- 
cerely than the attending physician. 
It is he who should give the permis- 
sion. After an illness tying In bed is 
a necessity. If this is not taken, the 
cavities of the heart, which have been 
enlarged during the illness, instead of 
returning to their normal state, will 
remain enlarged or dilated, and the 
effect will be a general enfeeblement of 
the whole body. 

A body whose chief engine for mp- 
ing blood to every part of it is defective 
naturally cannot ‘be in, a healthy or 
vigorous state. When you permit chil- 
dren to get up before the doctor says 
that they are fit to, you risk this per- 
manent enfeeblement. 

It is, of course, very 
tedious for an actively 
inclined child to lie 
quietly in bed when 
he longs to get up, 
aid mother’s and 
nurse’s resources are 
sometimes almost ex- 
hausted in the effort 
to amuse him.

| Japan’s Production of Fans 


are exported annually from 

Japan. In the days before Japan 
won for itself. its present prominence 
among the nations of the world the 
total number of fans produced seldom 
exceeded 10,000 a year. 

The Japanese fan is sometimes not 
quite the innocent thing it is gen- 
erally regarded, It is sometimes 
made to serve as a weapon. A speci- 
men of this character recently came 
into the possession of the present 
writer. Substantial rods of iron enter 
into its construction, and, though a 
fan in appearance, it can do good 
service in one’s personal defense if 
occasion should arise, pretty much as 
the innocent-looking sword. stick, 
with which most people are more or 
less famillar, would do, 

More familiar is the trick fan, 
which when opened by the unwary 
holder apparently falls to pieces in 
his hand. 

As a marketable product, little 
store was set by the fan before the 
advent of the foreigner into the 
quaint Land of the Rising Sun, Its 
value in money was extremely tri- 
fling. But contact with western civ- 
ilization and wealth resulted in the 
production of fans of high price, 
some being made to special order at 
about $25 apiece. The cities of Osaka 
and Kyoto are the chief seats of the 
fan industry for export. 

The bamboo ribs of the fans are 
made by the people in their own 
homes, a finishing workman forming 


ae to the number of 11,000,000 


_ the handles according to plans furnished 


by the designer. The designer 
gives out to the engravers the pat- 
terns that he thinks will be salable, 
and when the blocks have been cut, 
decides what colors are to be used for 
each part of the design and what 
different sheets are to be used for 
the opposite sides of the fan. ‘‘When 
these sheets, with the sets of bamboo 
slips which are to form the ribs, 
have been handed over to the work- 
man,” says an official report, “he, in 
the first instance, folds them so that 


they will retain the crease, This Is 
done by putting them between two 
pieces of heavily olled paper which 
are properly creased, 


“The fans are then folded up to- 
gether:and placed under pressure.

get your pretty new portieres?”’ 


When sufficient time has elapsed the 
sheets are taken out and the molds 
used again, the released sheets being 
packed up for at least twenty-four 
hours in their folds. The ribs, which 
are temporarily arranged in order on 
a. wire, are then taken and set into 
their places on one of the sheets, 
after it hag been spread out on 4 
block and pasted, A dash of paste 
then gives the woodwork adhesive 
powers, and that part of the process 


. is finished by affixing the remaining 


piece of paper. 

“The fan is folded up and opened 
three or four times before the folds 
get into proper shape, and by the 
time it is put by to dry it has re- 
ceived an amount of handling Japa- 
nese paper alone would endure.. When 
the insides are dry the riveting of the 
pleces together (including the outer 
covering) is rapidly done, and a dash 
of varnish quickly finishes the fan.”
